With much hauling, pulling, and pushing 
the 500 reindeer which came in on the steam- 
ship Manitoba from 


Reindeer arctic Lapland today 
Will Start were unloaded and 
West T d led into pens provided 
oday. for them until they 


, shall be put on trains 
for the Klondike. The animals struggled 
and fought desperately against going ashcre, 


and two or three of the fleetest of them came 


very near carrying their Lap “ hostlers”’ 
somewhere into the middle of Jersey, so 
frightened were they at their strange sur- 
roundings. 

A great crowd of all nationalities stood on 
the docks of the Central Stock-Yards, at 
the foot of Sixth street, Jersey City, and 
gave an uproarious welcome to the voyagers, 
both human and animal The reindeer 
weathered the almost continuous storm at- 
tendant on the Manitoba in splendid fashion. 
‘they were carried in pens built on the up- 
per and first decks, between the amidships 
superstructure and the poup. . 

‘One died during the trip, but from all av- 
counts he deserved death, because he was 
the fighting buck of the lot, and the attend- 
ants found him one morning a victim of the 


more peaceable animals he had long terror- 


ized. The Manitoba was tied up next a cat- 
tle barge at the Central Stock-Yards dock, 
and the reindeer were led from the ship to 
the barge and thence to the dock, past a 
crowd of a thousand or more curious persons, 
who cheered lustily whenever a reindeer ran 
cff, dragging a bundle of fur with a Lapp or 
a Finn inside after it. 

All the reindeer had been dehorned, so that 
they might be crowded closely in the pens 
on deck. The Manitoba had on board forty- 
three Laplanders, ten Finns, and fifteen Nor- 
wegian reindeer drivers and herders and 
their families, numbering in all 113 persons, 
537 reindeer, 418 reindeer sleds, 511 sets of 
reindeer harness, an@ 2,000 bags of moss for 
feeding the deer on their journey. 

The train which, will carry the reindeer 
overland is-expected to reach’ Puget Sound 
in six and a quarter days after it leaves 
Jersey City. It will.run im two,sections, 
composed in all of twenty-eight stock ears, 
ten box cars, five baggage cars, two sleeping 
cars, arid two cooking cars. It will goto Chi- 
cago over the Pennsylvania, then to St. Paul 
en the Milwaukee and St. Paul, and ¢hence 
to Seattle over the Great Northern. 


The first section. of the train, Live 


Agent Barksdale of the Pennsylvania said, 
would st&rt tomorrow night and the second 
section Will follow soon. The reindeer herd 
alone cost $60,000, It is not a breeding herd; 
they are all bucks. Transportation from 
here to Chicago is $347.77 for each stock car, 
and $168.17 per box car. } 

All the Lapp herders wear curious caps, 
stuffed with straw to prevent the reindeer 
from striking them in the head when an- 
gered. The reindeer fights with his front 
féet like a pugilist,

A batch of witnesses was exam- 
ined in a most exhaustive manner, while ste- 
nographers transcribed their testimony. It 
was close upon midnight when the last wit- 
ness was allowed to depart for his home.

Wednesday was the day set for the formal 
presentation of the charges to the court. 
However, a “ squealer’s testimony sudde4- 
ly developed new phases of the case, and

YOUNG OAK PARK WOMAN FOUND AS- 
XIATED IN A BATHROOM. 


Wife of the Janior Member in the 
_ Firm of Sharp & Smith, Surgical In- 
strument Dealers, Is Dead—Friends 
Insist It Was the Kesult of an Ac- 
cident—Story of an Elopement Is 
Recalled. | 
People in Oak Park and Austin were 
P shocked yesterday afternoon by the tragic 
death of Mrs. Lillian Sharp, the young wife 
of William Sharp Jr., of firm of Sharp 
& Smith; dealers in surgical instruments, 
73 Randolph street, 
asphyxiated in the! bathroom of her flat in 
the fashionable Kenton Apartment Build- 
ing, Oak Park. The gas in the bathroom 
was unlighted and turned on fullforce. Her 
friends insist that she met her death acci- 
dentally. She'had been in good spirits dur- 
ing the day, and her family cannot accept 
any theory other than that it was an acci- 
dental derangement of the gas fixtures. 
Mrs. Sharp was considered one of the most 
charming women of Oak’ Park. She was 
only 28 years of age, and was united in mar- 


elopement at the time caused a small sensa- 
tion. She was the daughter of J. E, Tris- 
tram, 308 Maple ayenue, Oak Park. As a 
sort of a diversion she had entered the em- 
ploy of the firm of Farson, Leach & Co., 
bond dealers, in Chicago. The young couple 
fied to Milwaukee to be married, The 
parental blessings and forgiveness were 
quickly forthcoming, however, from both 
families, and Mr. and Mrs. Sharp settled 
down to housekeeping at the Kenton. 


Took Frequent Hot Baths. 
uring the last year Mrs. Sharp has been 
increasing rapidly in weight and this was 
said to give her great annoyance. From 
120 pounds she had gone up to 160, and as 
an offset to this she was advised fo take 
hot water and steam baths frequently. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon she took 

luncheon with Mrs, C. F. Willard of the 
and seemed to be in the happiest 
of moods. She spoke to Mrs. Willard about 
having a theater engagement with her hus- 
band for the evening. She left her hostess 
with the remark that she would go to-her 
rooms and take’a bath. 

Between 4 and 5 o'clock a strong smell of 
gas was noticed through the house. Miss 
Reese, the housekeeper, first observed it and 
almost at the same time Mrs. L. P. Dodd, 
who occupies the flat directly above the 
Sharp apartments, made a complaint. The 
Sharp flat is on the third floor and consists 
of three rooms with the bath. 

A searching party was made up to find 
where the gas was escaping and it was 
finally traced to the flat occupied by Mrs. 
Sharp. The outer door was locked and the 
janitor had to force it. Mrs. Sharp was not 
in either of the three living rooms, and then 
the searchers approached the bathroom, 
The door was closed, but was unlocked. 


Seated in a Rocking Chair. 
The door was opened and Mrs. Sharp was 
found seated in a rocking chair directly

This hose was not con- 
nected. Mrs. Sharp was attired in negligé 
costume and appeated as if she had partly 
prepared herself for a bath.

Her body was still warm when -found. 
She was picked up and carried to her bed, 
and Drs. Bassett, Storke, Rosenberry, and 
Koch were immediately summoned, but 
were too late to be of any service. The phy- 
sicians sai@ that life had been extinct for 
some time. 

The announcement of the unfortunate end 
of the young woman caused profound sor-

**TIf, however, it should be demonstrated 
beyond all question that the Maine was 
blewn up by a torpedo or 4 mine in the har- 
bor of Havana, it does not follow that there 
must be war between the United States and 
Spain. There would be no occasion for 
war. Spain should not be held responsible 
for an act not her own, but doubtless that of 
some treacherous conspirator. Of course, 
as to the question of a proper Indemnity, 
the matter would be otherwise, but as to war 
between the two nations, I repeat there 
would be no cause for it if the accident 
theory must finally be abandoned. The act 
of an individual working by stealth could 
not be construed into an act of the Spanish 
government and nation and therefore to 
be regarded as sufficient ground for war. 
The very idea is absurd. If one of Great 
Britain’s warships, while anchored in New 
York harbor, were to be dedstroyed by a 
bomb directed by a& crazy Irishman, Great 
Britain would never dream of declaring war

Wolseley declined to answer any questions 
regarding the relative strength of the United 
States and Spain in the event of a collision.

ADDRESS OF CARDINAL GIBBONS 


Services Conducted by the Eminent 
Catholic Prelate at Baltimore in ; 
Memory of the Dead Sailors. , 


Baltimore, Md., Féb. 28.—[{Special.}—Car- 
dinal Gibbons, Primate of the Catholic 


Chureh in America, today performed the 


ceremony of absolution at a solemn requiem 
mass in the old Baltimore Cathedral for the 
repose of the souls of the officers and 
sailors who lost their lives in the Maine 
disaster. 

The great edifice was packed with peo- 
ple of all religious denominations, and when 
the service was opened at 10 o'clock there 
was no standing room in the aisles. The 
lofty marble pillars of the sanctuary were 
draped in black. In the center of the aisle 
in front of the sanctuary was a catafalque, 
around which lights were burning, and in 
the front pews on either side of it were 
seated. officers of the United States army 
and navy and-of the State militia. Father 
Thomas was the celebrant: of the mass. 
The music by the choir of sixty voices, under 
the direction of Professor Il’. X, Hale, was a 
grand feature of the service. 

' Cardinal Gibbons, in his memorial address, 
said that patriotism was a virtue implanted 
in us, and it could not be eradicated. ‘* We 
are here,” he continued, “ to give expres- 
sion to our condolence and sympathy for 
those who perished at the post of duty. In 
the emergency now confronting us we can- 
not bestow too much praise upon the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet, and especially upon 
the Secretary of the Navy and his able as- 
sistant, as well as upon nearly the whole 
body of Congress, for their calmness and 
composure. ‘These qualities they have mani- 
fested in an extraordinary way in the whole 


of the terrible ordeal through which the na- 


tion is passing. 

“This is all the more commendable when 
we recall the rash and indiscreet utterances 
of the sensational portion of.the press. This. 
country is too great, too strong, teo can« 
scious of its power, too just to engage in a... 
wrongful war. 

‘‘Let us remember that the eyes of the 
whole world are upon us, and its vérdict ‘we’ 

‘For the honor of the Spanish ‘nation, 1 
hope and. believe that the dreadful affair’: 
was the result of an accident. But. if not, 
if some fiend did it with the design of em- 
broiling our nation, certainly we cannot hold 
Spain responsible. I believe so chivalri¢ a 
nation is incapable of so mean an action.

EX-SENATOR EDMUNDS TALKS.. 


He Points Out What He Believes to Be 


the Duty of the United States 
in the Maine Case. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 28.—Former United 
States Senator George F. Edmunds, in dis- 
cussing the status of the Maine disaster, as 
affected by international law, said: 

“Our own government is not without 
precedent of her own making in the mat- 
ter.’ At the .time of the Mafia riots in the 
State of Louisiana, some years ago, you will 
remember that the then Secretary of State, 
James G. Blaine, contended—and, I think, 
rightly—that the death of a number of 
Italian subjects was: brought about by cir- 
cumstances 80 extraordinary that the gov- 
ernment could not-be expected to have fore- 
seen their danger, and, therefore, could not 
have prevented it. If, in view of these 
facts, the United States sought out the real 
offenders and brought them to the fullest 
justice, he further insisted that all had been 
done that the Italian government could 
properly: demand. The offenders were 
found, and an attempt was made to bring: 


‘them to justice, but the conditions were 


such, and the public opinion was so preju- 
diced, that it even affected the State courts 
of Louisiana, and it was impossible to bring 
them to justice. Then the President was 
authorized by Congress to indemnify the 
widows and children of the Italians who 
were killed. This case and that pf the 
Maine disaster%are analogous in their ef- 

‘‘A great wrong has been done thig na- 
tion, and many families have been sadly 
broken. The battleship was on a friendly 
visit to a friendly port, and all propriety 
demands that fullest restitution shall be 
made. If some wicked person or persons 
were instrumental in bringing about an ex- 
plosion which cost so many lives, then the 
government of. Spain must find them and 


mete out to them the most Severe punish-

If she does this, she has done her duty, in 
my opinion. If she fails to do s90, then our 
national dignity will force us’ to compel 
something else.”

Two Amevinas Actresses Who Have 


Become Stars This Season—Produc- 
tion Last Night Differs Somewhat 
with the Novel as Réegards Strength 
—Proof of Past Life Proven by a Re- 
@overed Lock of Hair—Criticism of 
the Piece and Those in the Past. 


‘Two American actresses have bebn added 
to the list of stars this season and both of 


£eems to have been written expressly for the 
Purpose of exploiting the talents of Miss 
Maude Adams, so the character of Clorinda 
Wildairs seems to have been created to dis- 
play the charms and the dramatic intelli- 
genee of Miss Julia Arthur. In “ A Lady of 
Quality,” which was produced at Hooley’s 
last night, Mrs, Burnett and Mr. Stephen 
Townshend have not written a good play, 
but before she prepared the work for the 
stage the author of the novel had conceived 
& strong and picturesque character, and had 
set it in a story of considerable melodramatic 
force. In the play there is not quite enough 
of the Clorinda of the early days; the first 
act is merely a tableau, and in the second 
the woman’s spirit has already awakened in 
the breag of the girl, and the tragic note 


she hears of Jolin Oxon's perfidy until the 
end. of the play. 

Consequently the versatility of the actress 
is not so well brought into play as it might 
be. Nevertheless, Miss Arthur gave not 
only a brilliant and picturesque rendering 
of the chief character but she entered fully 
into the various emotions of a boyish, way- 
‘ward girl, a.\Woman aroused to a knowledge 
of the reality of life by a man’s baseness, a 


trayer, a desperate creature hunted to des- 
peration and driven to strike her oppressor 
to death in a wild fit of frenzy, and finally 
a woman who loves and is ready to live down 
the mistakes of her youth under the protec- 
tion of the strong man who loves her. 


Has Done Much for Miss Arthur. 


Burnett has not done a gréat deal for Miss 
Arthur in giving her such a set of ¢motions 
to portray; just as it would be ungenerous to 
fall short of high praise in recording the fact 
that Miss Arthur played the character of 
Clo Wildairs last night with a certainty of 
intention and a brilliancy of execution which 
held the audience in constant suspense 
through five poorly written acts. 

If it is true that Miss Julia Arthur could 
hardly have found a more effective part 
wherewith to begin her career as & star, it 
is equally true that without her acting and 
her magnetism “ A Lady of Quality ” might 
be set down aS a trashy melodrama. The 
story is possibly a good one in the novel, but 
it has obvious weakness@s on the stage. Clo 
Wildairs has been the plaything of Sir John 
Oeon four years before she contemplates 
marrying the Duke of Osmonde; at this late 
date Sir John attempts to come between the 
lovers with his prior claims. But his word 
is nothing against hers if she chooses to deny 
her folly, and the only proof he has—and 
even that he recovers in the most improbable 
way—is a lock of raven hair which he has 
lost for these four years, but finds again just 
in time to make a scene. 

Every one will remember the evidence upon 
which Posthumus was induced to believe in 
the guilt of Imogen, and he has always been 
regarded as a credulous fool.’ But that evi- 
dence was absolutely conclusive compared 
to the lock of hair by which Sir John at- 
tempts to fasten guilt upon his sweetheart of 
four years agb. And then, granted that this 
stolen tress was a sufficient cause for Clor- 
inda’s dread of discovery, and granted that 
it is,a stirring climax when she strikes him 
dead with her riding crop and hides his body 
under a sofa just in time to re¢eive her 
guests, the audience would like to know 
rather more precisely how she got rid of the 
dead body. It is hinted in the last act that 
she carried it down-stairs into the cellar, 
| which seems upon the surface to be a most 
improbable story. 


Stumbling Blocks in the Play. 


These matters may be explained more fully 
in Mrs. Burnett’s novel, but they are certair- 
ily stumbling-blocks in the play. In the sec- 
ond place, Mrs. Burnett, or Mr. uidfments of 
or both have yet to learn the ru 
playwriting. 

It may safely be asserted that not for years 
has a play been produced by a first-class 
company which is so suited to the taste of 
the proverbial nursery maid as “‘ A Lady of 
Quality.’"’ No one but Mrs. Burnett or, pos- 
sibly, Ouida would have written a play with 
sO many titles in it; even the meanest char- 
acter is a Baronet. And, not content with 
that, Mrs. Burnett makes her less noble 
characters, Clorinda included, address those 
august personages in the language of flunk- 
eys. A Duke is a Duke, and an Hari isan 
Earl, but even in the days of Queen Anne,a 
Baronet’s daughter did not behave towards 
‘a suitor as if she were a menial simply be- 
cause he wore a coronet. 

is servile attitude is not perhaps so bad 
as the constant habit which every character 
in the play has of thinking alouti and of 
talking to the audience. It may truly be 
said, in fact, that Mrs. Burnett has written 
no dialogue at all, but variegated monologue 
spoken across the footlights; and when occa- 
siqnally the characters on the stage do ad- 
dress one another they do it in such stilted 
speeches aS would have delighted the heart 
of the heroine of ‘‘ Rudder Grange,”’ 

There are just two characters in the play 
who seem at intervals to move and act like 
human beings, and they are Sir John Oxon 
and Clorinda Wildairs. Clorinda is magnifi- 
cently played by Miss Julia Arthur, and Sir 
John is safe in the hands of Mr, Edwin 
Arden, who is not only an intelligent actor 
but a man who bears himself upon the stage 
with much distinction. His performance 
was not the least enjoyable factor of the 
evening’s entertainment, and it is to be 
hoped that in future he will be seen more 
frequently in the down-town theatérs. 

Of the rest of the company space allows 
only a mention of Miss Florence Conron, 
who played a small part pleasingly, and Mr. 
Joseph Allen, who dij a character sketch 
of a country squire with great gontunity.

Evidence That McGee | 
Decoyed to Death. 


STRANGE MAN IS MISSING. 
Mysterious Trip Arranged to a 
South Side Building. 


VICTIM NEXT FOUND DEAD. 


Who decoyed aged Andrew McGee to the 
flat building at 2030 Indiana avenue and 
murdered him? That is the question which 
is bothering the police of the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station. They call it a mysterious 
case, for McGee is not known to have had an 
enemy. There is no trace of a-woman if the 
deed. There seemis to be only one motive 
which might have caused some one to strike 
him the fatal blow. He carried a $5,000 in- 
surance policy on his life. The police are 
trying to learn who holds this policy, for it 
is known that McGee had thought seriously 
of disposing of it, as he found it burdensome, 
This clew Will followed to the end. 

- Arfdrew McGee was for nine years solicitor 
and city salesman for the Charles Creamery 
company, 41 North State street. His em- 
ployers held him in high regard. His wife 
died two years ago. He had no children, and 
possessed a small amount of property in

Woodstock, Il., where he lived for twenty- 
five years previous to coming to Chicago.: 
He resided for several years in Mrs. Brown's 
rooming-house, 240 Ohio street. 

McGee’s principal duty was the looking up 
of new business for the milk company. 
Though he was 68 years old, he never com- 
plained, and seemed to be as active us a 
younger man. 

Shortly before 5 olclock Friday afternoon 
@ young man appeared at the South Side 
office of the Charles company, 313 Thirty- 
fifth street, and inquired for Mr. McGee, 
He was told that Mr. McGee could be found 
at the company’s North Side headquarters, 
41 North State street. 


. Inquires for McGee. 


The stranger went away and at 5:45 o'clock 
came into the North Side office and in- 


quired for McGee. F. R. Jackson, manager |- 


of the company, tolfii him that McGee had 
gone to his boarding house. Then the 
stranger went there. He found McGee at 
home and the two men had a short discus- 
sion. The stranger was about _28 years of 
age, well dressed, of light complexion, and 
smooth face. - 

On Saturday morning when McGee re- 
ported at the office he asked Mr. Jackson if 
be knew who the young fellow was who 
called on him the previous evening. Jackson 
said he had never seen thé man ahi asked 
McGee what the man wanted, McGee re- 
plied that the fellow had said that a Mrs, 
Clybourn was opening a large boarding 
house at 2030 Indiana avenue and would re- 
quire a .considerable quantity of butter, 
eggs. cheese, and milk; that she had been 
highly recommended to the products of the 
Charles Creamery company: and would Mr. 
McGee please call there the next day as 
she wanted to make a contract with him. 

This is the story that McGee told Jackson, 
but whether it was a true version of the busi- 
ness which he had with the young man re- 
mains to be seen. At any rate McGee went 
to the flat building, which is one of the larg- 
est in the city. He was found in the hallway 
at 2030 about 12:30 o’clock in an unconscious 
condition. A colored wash-woman named 
Mrs, Taylor was delivering some laundry on 
an upper floor, when she saw McGee lying 
‘on his back with his hat over his face and 
His coat and vest were 
open. As was afterwards learned his silver 
watch, two pocketbooks, and his bunch of 
keys had been taken by his assailants. The 
colored woman instantly gave the alarm 
and McGee was taken to St. Luke’s Hospi- 
tal, where he died without regaining ccn- 
sciousness. There was a sk!l fracture on 
the right side of his head t... ‘nches long. 
There was a large bump also cn the back of 
the head. | 

Accident Theory Abandoned. 
- Jt was thought at first that McGee had 
fallen in a faint and fractured his skull, but 
this theory was quickly disposed of. 

Detectives Fay and Nelligan of the Cot- 

e Grove Station found that there was no 
such woman as Mrs. Clybourn living in the 
flat building, and that evidently the mes- 
senger had been a decoy. Other peculiar 
things came 'to light. On Saturday morning 
McGee had told the dining-room girl to hurry 
his breakfast, as he had important busi- 
ness to attend to that day. Then before 
leaving the office he asked Mr. Jackson to 
let him have $15, as he needed it for urgent 
business. Mr. Jackson did not have the 
cash, as it was before banking hours, and he 
put McGee off, saying he would hand it to 
him in the evening. 

The police are convinced that robbery was 
not the motive which prompted the sup- 
posed murder of McGee. They think the 
rifling of his pockets was simply a blind. If

Vv. 8. Lumley, prosecuting attorney of 
McHenry County, and a nephew of the dead 
man, came to the city yesterday to urge a 
vigorous investigation of the case. He called 
upon State’s Attorney Deneen and Chief of 
Police Kipley, and received cordial assur- 
ances of their support.

W. A. DODSON LEAPS THREE STORIES 
TO HIS DEATH. 


Body Strikes the Pavement in East 
| ‘Madison Street When the Thor- 
oughfare Is Crowded—Dies in Ten 
Minutes Without Regaining Con- 
scilousness—Suicide Was an Em- 
_. ploye of Lyons Bros.’ Jobbing House

and East Madison street, at 6 o'clock 
last evening, W. A. Dodson, a watchmaker, 
27 years old, plunged through the plate glass 
in a third story window to his death. The 
hundred or more fellow-employés of Dod- 
son were busy putting away their tools 
and preparing to leave their benches, when 
they were startled by the crash of breaking 
glass. All eyes were immediately turned 
towards the front windows, and the body 


-of Dodson was seen plunging out. Before 


any could reach the window the body had 
struck the stone sidewalk below and was an 
unconscious mass. 

No cause canbe assigned for the suici e, 
but it is thought by several of Dodson’ 
friends’ that his mind had been slightly af- 
fected by brooding over ill-health. The re- 
mains were taken to Rolston’s undertaking 
establishment, 22 Adams street, ard F. E. 
Boynton, an uncle, with whom he had lived 
at 4747 State street, wae notified. 

Dodson was regarded as an expert work- 
man in. many lines of the jewelry trade and 
was at the head of the watch testing bench 
in Lyon Brothers’ jewelry department. 

Complains of Ill Health. 

Some weeks ago he began to complain of 
ill health, but his appearance was not that 
of an invalid and his fellow-employés were 
in the habit of laughing at his complaints. 
Recently, it is said, Dodson complained 
more than usual and seemed to be greatly 
depressed. He acted queerly at times, ac- 
cording to those who worked near him, but 
little ‘was thought of the matter. 

Yesterday Dodson was particularly quiet 
at his bench. When the closing bell rung 
every man in the department had begun to 
put away his tools, when Dodson made his 
leap. At the time Madison street’ was 
crowded with clerks hurrying to their homes 
from the wholesale districts. Dodson 
struck the sidewalk almost at the feet 
of a group of young women. - With cries 
of terror the frightened v omen ran into the 
street, while scores of men rushed towards 
them, not knowing what had caused their 
fright. Dodson was lying on the sidewalk 
motionless and unconscious. 


| . Dies in Ten Minutes. 


Dr. Baer, 210 Clark street, was summoned. 

For ten minutes Dodson breathed, but did 
not recover consciousness and died while 
being carried to an ambulance. 

On his body was found $14 in cash and a 
«heck for $11, payable to his order, from 
‘Lyon Bros. Newspaper clippings, several 
photographs, and a gold band ring were 
also found in the pockets. The police were 
at first inclined to believe that the ring might 
ferve to throw some light on the cause of 
the suicide. The ring bore the inscription: 
* Clyde to Anna, June 14, 1894,”

DR. BARROWS CONFIRMS STORY. 


Trustee of the People’s Church Had a

Nor is anything lost by waiting for tha 
damning report which is to be made by 
the court of inquiry. The readers of the 
papers know how these days of waiting 
for the record to be written up are being 
utilized. ‘The coast fortifications are being 
hurried to completion, Guas and powder 
are being manufactured. New artillery 
regiments are being created. Ships are 
being hastily repaired and manned. Nothing 
is being left undone to put the country in 
readiness for the inevitable hour of strife. 

Spain is making preparations also. But: 
it cannot move with that rapidity the 
United States does. Its people are natural- 
ly slow where work is involved, and they 
have not the great resources—mechanical 
and otherwise—to draw on which the 
United States has. This country can do 
more “getting ready" in 
Spain can in a week. 

The only danger connected with the de- 
lay involved by waiting for the record to 
be written up is* that the un-American 
mugwumps and the pusillanimous jack rab- 
bits will make every effort to drug the 
patriotic sentiment of the ‘country. They 
will try to administer their opiates so that 
the bitter indignation which animates every 
true American may be narcotized. They 
wil! descant to the commercial and busi- 
ness classes on the costly horrers of war 
and try to make them cowards by appeal- 
ing to their pockets.

But no matter how long the delay may 
be these shameful creatures, who “cry 
peace, peace, when there is no peace,” 
will not be able to debauch the public 
mind. The patriotic masses will refuse 
to sink to the low level of those apologies 
for men who believe that any treacherous 
act or any unpardonable insult can be 
measured in ternis of dollars. 


WAB TAXES WILL NOT LAST LONG. 

War costs money. That.money is ob- 
tained by borrowing, by levying higher 
taxes, or by doing both. Legislative dema- 
gogues always favor the borrowing method.: 
They think high taxes wili be unpopular 
with their constituents. But the taxing 
power has to be resorted to finally. 

The United States would have fared bet- 
ter in the war of 1812 if it had imposed 
at the outset the taxes it was compelled ta 
later on, The same thing happened dur- 
ing the rebellion. Congress was very un- 
willing at first to lay additional burdens 
on the taxpayers. Before the war was 
over everything was being taxed. 

A war with Spain will require the ex- 
penditure of something like 200 millions per- 
haps. Congressmen will say, “ Let us bor- 
row the money. Then our constituents 
will not reproach us with having added to 
their taxes.” 

But it may happen that a different policy 

will be pursued and a provision will be 
made for increasing the revenues by rais- 
ing the taxes on articles like beer and to- 
bacco, by putting. duties on tea, coffee, and 
other commodities not: dutiable now, and 
by reviving some of the stamp taxes re- 
sorted to. during the rebellion. 
_ Some persons may jump at the conclusion 
that those extra duties and faxes once im- 
posed would stick forever. They are for- 
getful of past history. The special taxes 
of the war of 1812 were repealed soon after 
it wage over. After the rebellior had been 
put down and the big debt had all been 
funded, every session of Congress wit- 
nessed the repeal of some tax. Almost 
every vestige of the war taxes, with the 
exception of certain interna! revenue taxes, 
has disappeared. 

They were retained because they were 
found to be necessary. So, after the war 
with Spain was over, all but a few of 
the extra taxes and duties would be re- 
pealed.. The only ones retained would be 
those which ought to be in force now, in 
order that the government may have that

So these fears that a war with Spain

The death of William M. Singerly, editor 
and proprietor of the Philadelphia Record, 
has been attributed to various Ciseases as 
we!l as to over use of narcotics, but when | 
the events of his career are considered, if 
they do not point to a well defined cause of 
death, they at least point a moral of grave 
import to many another business-man whose 
career is not dissimilar to that of Mr. Sin- 
gerly. 

Mr. Singerly’s active life may be said to 
have begun in the business of street cur 
transportation. Had he devoted himsclf 
exclusively to that business he would un- 
doubtedly have achieved a great success, us 
he displayed unusual fitness for it. He 
was a bright, brainy, active, and: enter- 
prising, though not well balanced,‘man, as 
was shown in his subsequent career. From 
an early time in‘ his life he was fond of 
politics, and fancying that a newspaper was 
the shortest cut into the political field he 
bought a weak paper in Philadelphia, 


capacity in its management, and built it 
up into a strong and profitable journal. 
Not satisfied with being at the head of an 
important newspaper, the management of 
which is a sufficient tax upon the euergy 
of any man in these days of intense com- 
petition, he decided to go ‘into the busi- 
ness of manufacturing paper, not alone 
to sell the product in the market, but to 
get it cheaper for hisown uses. He started 
a paper mill which of itself requires con- 
siderable smartness to make the business 
successful. In his case success was all the 
more difficult to reach because he had to 
advantages | 
which the New England paper manu- 
facturers enjoyed. If he had confined his 
energies and business skill to his journal 


made a success out of the joint venture, 
though either business was enough to tax 
the resources of one man, 

Finding himself handicapped and some- 
what embarrassed in the manufacturing 
business he decided that he nceded more 


capital, so he started a bank. The manage- | 


ment of a bank requires considerable skill 
and energy. Not satisfied with having 
three irons in the fire he started a stock 
farm, and before, ascertaining whether it 
would pay he had started stock farm No. 
2. Most persons who have been engaged in 
fancy stock raising have been satisfied with 
one, and many would have been better satis- 
fied in the end if they had never had even 
one. Then Mr. Singerly, in addition to run- 
ning a newspaper, a paper mill, a bank, and 
two stock farths, any one of which would 
have been a sufficient tax upon his energies, 
branched out into real estate and built a 
large number of houses. By this time he 
decided that he was ready for political 
honors and had himself nominated for Gov- 
ernor, which involved the making of scores 
of speeches. and the spending of a great 
deal of money—and all to no purpose. 

One by one the ventures came to grief,, 
the paper mill collapsed, the bank was 
shut up, the stock farms proved a loss, the 
houses did not rent well, and the paper 
itself was hurt. Worried and harassed 
by too many cares Mr. Singerly grew nerv. 
ous, lost his health, kept himself up for 
a time with narcotics, then suddenly died.

AN INDEFENSIBLE POSITION. 
According to Washington specials Sen- 


both from the State in whose honor the lost 
battleship Maine was named, and, un- 
fortunately, at the head of the Naval com-

and should carry with it infinitely more

LOUISIANA AND THE NEGRO. 


Attention has already been ealled to what | 


the constitutional convention of Louisi- 
ana, now in session, is purposing to do for 
the practical disfranchisement; of the 
negroes in that State. There is no con- 
cealment of the fact that the scheme is 
meant fo “let in illiterate whites and shut 
out illiterate blacks.” The plan of mak- 
ing ability to read a test, if that were all, 
might be equitable and work no relative 
disadvantage to either side. But, unfor- 
tunately for the honor of the State, that is 
not all. It is proposed to make an addi- 
tional alternative property test, intended 
expressly to favor the illiterate whites. 
But even this might not.be so bad if there 
were not manifest an apparently growing 
disposition to cut down and degrade the 
educational advahtages provided by the 
State for its.colored people. 

It is a strong and manly appeal which 
leading representatives of the colored peopic 
in Louisiana are making to preveat, if pos- 
sible, having this fraud and wrong aimed 
at their race enacted into the constitution. 
Some facts are presented which ought to 
have weight, showing how the State authori- 
ties have been for years discriminating 
against the colored people in the matter of 
educational provisions. Thus, between the 
years 1891 and 1895, while the white male 
teachers in the public schools increased 19 


per cent, the colored male teachers in- | 


creased only 1 per cent.; The white female 
teachers increased 21 per cent; the colored 
female teachers increased only 8 per cent. 
So, ‘also, while the average salaries of the 
white teachers have been increased, those 
of the colored teachers have been decreased. 
A still more marked discrimination is made 
in the length of the school term in the 


colored schools, If along with the fraud | 


proposed to be incorporated into the consti- 


tution this educational policy of discriminat- 


ing against the colored schools should be per- 
sisted in, it might be possible for the State 
of Louisiana practically to eliminate the 
colored vote and disfranchise one-half of 
its people. |

Nobody doubts the gravity of the 
social problem in the South; but it will 
never be solved by what appears to be the 
Louisiana poliey of putting an intentioned 
fraud into its constitution and the shirk- 
ing the State’s responsibility for the educa- 
tion of all the people. | 


An Inconsistent Peace Organ. 
The Times-Herald presumes to lecture 
THE TRIBUNE because it prints information 
which came from a correspondent at Key 
West as to the method by which the Mainc 
may have been destroyed. In the same issue 
of the Times-Herald, containing this spasm 
of indignation, there is printed the follow- 
ing information from a correspondent also 
at Key West, setting forth the method by 
which the Maine may have been destroyed: 
It was in the hope of some such early as- 
surance that your correspondent watched 
the first week’s proceedings of the court. 
That hope has almost vanished, THe testi- 
mony thus far adduced points overwhein- 
ingly to an, opposite conclusion. That is 
why the government is moving so delid- 
erately. The Navy department needs time, 
and will make good use of it.. 
Undoubtedly the most important evidence 
yet taken is that of Ensign Powelson. His 
exploit in discovering the green painted 
plates from the very bottom of the Maine, at 
a point in the wreckage which indicates thay 
were forced upward from their normal posi- 
tion to a height of. something more than 
twenty feet, has been the sensation of the 
week, coupled with the other discovery that, 
in common with most of the other wreckage 
from the ship's interior, these plates were 
not only heaved upward by some titanic 
force exerted from below, but also distinct- 
ly in a direction from_port to starboard side. 
This evidence points conclusively to a force 
directed primarily, at least, from the outside 
rather than from the inside of the vessel. 
The unparalleled upheaval of the ship’s

The exception was the 
Toronto pain a rabid, fire-eating sheet, 
which daily boasts of Canadian loyalty and 
reviles the United States. 
World did not hesitate to rebuke Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, and to inform him. that his 
suggestion was extremely unwelcome to 
Canadians, who had no intention of fight- 
ing England's battles, though, of course; 
they expected to be aided in fighting their 
own. In other words, it was acknowledged 


“with cynical frankness that the tie connect- 


ing England with the Canadians was bind- 
ing on her but not binding on them. 

When a British statesman looks forward 
to the international complications thréat- 
ened in the twentieth century; he must per- 
ceive that-the best thing which could befail 
his country would be to get rid of Canada, 
The necessity of defending a vast but thinly 
peopled dependency imposes a burden upon 
the imperial exchequer, while no equivalent 
advantage is secured. The British tax- 
payer would be better off if he could per- 
suade the Dominion to declare itself an in- 
dependent State. This is, however, the 
smallest of the motives which should inipel 
a lover of England to cut her loose*from 
Canada. The conflicting ambitions of Rus- 
sia, Japan, Germany, and France in the 
far East may, at any hour, evolve a situa- 


‘tion in which it would be of vital moment 


to England to gain the moral support if not 
the overt and material assistance of the 
United States.

very little money, and, what is a disadvan-

nearest their shores—they have nearly ex- 
terminated 200,000 Spanish soldiérs, the 
most powerful European army ever sent to 
the American continent, and neither fire 
nor sword nor bribes nor fair promises of 
better government have been powerful 
enough to make them agree to a peace not 
based on their absolute freedom from the 
hated yoke. of Spain. 

If history does not afford a parallel of the 
stern resolution displayed by the Cubans 


to die or to win in a struggle with all the 


odds against them, neither does it present 
a case of stubborn resistance to justice and 
human rights, and of barbarous cruelty 
which equals the record of Spain in Cuba. 
The eighty years of war for liberation 
carried on against Spain in the Netherlands 
are not comparable with the struggle in 
Cuba. That was principally a war of re- 
ligion in the sixteenth century, a time of 
monarchical oppression and religious fanat- 
icism. This is a war of extermination, for 
no religious, no political principle what- 
ever, but only to reduce by force to the sway 
of a rapacious government an erican 
colony that has every right to be 


Martyrs for Cuba. 


These three years of war to the death form 
but a brief chapter in the history of Cuba’s 
struggles. Since early inthis century their 
noble aspirations for liberty have cost the 
Cubans streams of blood shed by the Spanish 
tyrant. The list of Cuban martyrs who died 


for their cause on the scaffold or in exile. 


long before the first military attempt against 
Spain, in 1849, would fill many Seat In 
1850 General Narciso Lopez, after some 
ephemeral -victories, was finally defeated, 
caught, and garroted in Havana. But his 
example, no more than that of Pinto and 
Estrampes, executed as he was in the cap- 
ital of Cuba, was not lost to the patriots. On 
Oct. 10, 1868, after eighteen years of turbu- 
lence and constant conspiracies, a formida- 
ble revolution broke out in Yara, which last- 
ed ten years. If a peace was signed in 1878 
it was only for a truce in the terrible con- 
test. Spain was not going to keep its prom- 
ises of justice, and the Cubans wouwld not 
accept the everlasting rule of Spain. The 
year 1895 brought a new and formidable re- 
volt. If during the three years of war which 
have elapsed since then the Cubans have not 
given evidence enough of their uncompro- 
mising stand, the history of their past up- 
risings will suffice to prove that peace and 
prosperity are impossible in the neighboring 
island so long as the flag of Spain waves

e present revolution was organized b 

José Marti, a Cuban exile in this dountry 
and a man of genius and courage. He or- 
ganized here what is ealled the Cuban Rev- 
olutionary party, an association of clubs 
of Cuban political exiles, for the purpose 
of raising money to free their country. 
Poor as were the majority of the few 
Cubans who lived in the United States be- 
fore the beginning of the revolution, they 
listened to the eloquent appeals of Marti, 
and gave him all they had on earth to lib- 
erate Cuba from Spain. Marti was ap- 
pointed delegate of the party, and his faith- 
ful friend, Benjamin J. Guerra, was made 
treasurer. There was not much mohey then 
in the safes of the afterward famous junta 
and their funds were soon exhausted by an 
unsuccessful attempt to start an expedi- 
tion from the South. But Marti had ob- 
tained thé codperation of General Maximo 
Gomez and General Antonio Macéo, two 
veterans of the last war. He knew that 
the discontent against Spain was deep 
throughout the island. He had important 
connections with conspirators in all the 
provinces. He gave without hesitation the 
orders for the uprising, and went to San 
Domingo, to join General Gomez and take 
with him the field. : 

At that grave and decisive miomént the 
total funds of the patriots amounted to not 


much more than §70,000. It is wonderful 


that with a sum, comparatively speaking, 
so paltry for so great a purpose, a war 
should have been raised which has cost 
Spain up to this time, besides the sacrifice 
of so many of its soldiers, $250,000,000, and 
has caused the United States a net loss in 
trade and business of $300,000,000. _ 
Cuban Government Formed. 

On May 19, 1895, Marti was killed in the 
engagement at Dos Rios, but his work had 
already been done. He had landed on April 
11 with General Gomez at Sabana la Mar, on 
the southern coast of Cuba, after issuing at 
Monte Cristi a revolutionary manifesto, and 
bad had time before his death to convoke 


the representatives of all the Cuban prov- 
inces to a general assembly to elect @ pro- 
visional government and frame a constitu- 


tion. If this was not done until later, in 


September of the same year, at the Town of 
Jimaguayu, it was not the less true that 
from the first days of the revolution the de- 
sire of Marti, as of all the patriots, was to 
organize a republic with popular institu- 


tions.

On Oct. 22 Maceo, having re- 
ceived orders from Gomez, who was ap- 
pointed Commander-in-Chief of the army in 
September by the Assembly of Represent- 
atives, started for the east with 2,000 of his 
men. On Oct. 30 Gomez invaded Las Villas. 
Maceo joined him on Nov. 29 near a place 
called Los Guayos. From there they began - 
their triumphant march. On Dec. 3 the ‘ 
Spanish’ Colonel Segura was defeated by 
the insurgents at Iguaré, and had to leave 
his dead on the field, together with a great 
supply of arms and ammunition. On Dec. 
15 the Spanish battalions of Canarias and 
Trevifio were routed by Maceo at Mal Tiem- 
po, after the most gallant charge with 
machetes of the Cuban cavalry, led by Maceo 
himself, that has ever been seen in the 
Cuban wars. On Dee. 21 the victory of El 
Desquite cleared the way for the invaders 
to the Province of Matanzas. Martinez 
Campos then made a desperate effort to 
check the two Cuban leaders. Until that 
moment he had been recoiling before the in- 
vaders with his columns, hoping that they 
would stop. But he saw that each step of 
the patriots to the west was a decisive

A few days later 
the rabid Spaniards of the city compelled 
him to tender his resignation to Madrid. 
They demanded from Canovas a Captain 
General, framed in the old iron cast of the 
Spanish conquerors, not to fight battles 
and risk his life in the field, but to exter- 
gminate the native population. In their be- 
iief, women, children, every one born in 
Cuba, should be held responsible for the 
situation.

Canovas satisfied 
them, aad appointed Don Valeriano Weyler 
y Nicolau to succeed Martinez Campos. 

The question may be asked why the pa- 
triots after so many victories did not in- 
vest the City of Havana and end there with 
the Spanish dominion.. The answer is very 
clear. After the battle of Coliseo General 
Gomez reviewed his troops and found that 
each soldier had only three cartridges. The 
Cubans in the United States were making 
vain efforts to send a big expedition to the 
patriots. A hostile administration checked 
them. If the Spanish army was defeated 
in the field of Cuba, Spanish diplomacy was 
triumphant at Washington. At Guira de 
Melena on Jan. 4, 1896, the patriots had to 
Aight with their machetes to enter the 
Province of Havana.

In a short time more than 100,000 persons 
emigrated from Cuba, panic-stricken. But 
Weyler was not satisfied. He intended to 
destroy the country and to exterminate the 
natives.

ESCAPE OF A HARVARD STUDENT AT 
A DORMITORY FIRE. 


Jamps from the Third Stery of a Buru- 
img Building Into a Blanket and 
Saves His Life — Philadelphia 
Preacher Declaims Against Boss 
Rule—Try a Double Suicide at San 
Francisco—Big Warehouses at 5St. 
Louis Not Sold to Tobacco Trust. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 28.—[Special. ]}—Hil- 
ton’s Block, a dormitory of Harvard Col- 


lege, at the corner of Linden street and 
Massachusetts avenue, Cambridge, was com- 
pletely burned out this afternoon, At about 
2 o’clock a fire started in the hallway of the 
third story, and made its way to the fourth 
floor. There were two alarms sounded from 
box 59. During the fire James B. Henny, a 
student of Hartford, Conn., jumped from the 
third story into a life net, and went through. 
He was taken to the Cambridge Hos- 
pital in the police ambulance. The stores 
and offices on the lower floor are occupied 
by the Cambridge Trust and Safe Deposit 
company, which has the corner offices and 
the basement underneath; the Harvard 
Crimson, the daily newspaper of Harvard 
College; and Leavitt & Pierce, who kept a 
cigar store and Dilliard-reoom. It is esti- 
mated that the loss is about $30,000. 


Young Henney, who lost nm eri while a 


mere boy, was sleeping when the fire broke 
out. When he awoke his escape by the 


Stairs was out off by flames. The yrange

was the only hope. For ten minutes 
balanced on the narrow sill seventy-five 
feet above the street, holding on with his 
one hand for all he was worth and vainly 
eying to stretch his head out beyond the 
smoke. 


The firemen were badly rattled and the

Through tick- 
ets from Chicago via Missouri River points

With the exception of the Grand Trunk 
none of the Eastern Joint Traffic associa- 
tion roads is lending any aid to the Western 
roads. The Eastern trunk lines could easily 
deprive the Canadian Pacific of its power 
for mischief by refusing to interchange busi- 
ness with it at the cut rate. They are ben- 
efited by the business they get from the 
Canadian Pacific and selfishly hate to give 
up that source of income. 


Last Week’s Shipments. 


According to the official statement issued 
yesterday by Chairman Woffindin of the 
Chicago East-Bound Traffic committee, 
through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago to the Eastern sea- 
board and for export last week amounted 
to 134,476 tons, against 138,479 for the pre- 
vious weck and 80,873 for the corresponding 
week last year. There was a material in- 
crease over 1897 in all those kinds of freight, 
but the biggest increase was in grain, due 
to the heavy shipments of Leiter wheat. 
Rates are badly demoralized. Rebates of 
from 5 to 7% cents are being paid on flour 
and grain. On provisions the cut is said to 
be still greater. 3 

Total flour shipments last week were 14,- 
079 tons, against 11,023 tons last year; 
grain, 102,723 tons, against 59,272 tons; pro- 
visions, 17,674 tons, against 10,578tons. The
